The only p ay boosts okay ed by the 
commission amou nted to some $15,- 
000 for emp loy es of the Leg islativ e 
Reference Bu reau . Peters said the in­ 
creases were "m odest” comp ared to 
other req u ests and inv olv ed only a 
few emp loy es. 
In sp ite of the wag e freeze. Gov . 
Otto Kemer,

Unio n craftsmen who wo rk fo r 
the state and who ho ld patro nag e 
Jo bs were g iv en substantial in­ 
creases and eng ineers and tech­ 
nicians o f the State Hig hway De­ 
partment were g iv en pay hikes, 
g enerally less than tho se g iv en the 
unio n wo rkers.

The only reminder of the historic 
e\ent that took p lace in Chicag o 
u nder the cloak of wartime secrecy is 
a bronze p laq u e on a wire fence en­ 
closing the tennis cou rts. 
The p laq u e at ap p rox imately the 
p lace where the p ile once stood 
reads: "On December 2. 19 42, man

Less Than Perfect 


One of the more insidious dancers of the cold war is that our com­ 
petition with the Communist sy stem may cause us to be so concerned 
with point inc at the ideolocical motes in Russian ey es that we neglect 
the beams iii our own. 


Americans naturally are shocked when dealth penalties are given 
Russian citizens caught in black market operations or speculating with 
state funds. We forget—perhaps because there seems to he nothing we 
can do about it—that embezzling is a frighteningly widespread crime 
in America. 


This is not merely the occasional headline-making scandal involv­ 
ing a respected Wall Street broker or trusted small-town hanker. It 
is also the ev ery day petty theft by office and store employ es and It Is 
estimated to mn into annual amounts far ex ceeding the total of all the 
sensational cases. 


Though detected offenders are punished, business too often help­ 
lessly tends to write it off as part of the overhead. 


In a less personal field. Americans are smiling with satisfaction at 
the news that the Communists are on the point of slipping in a hit of 
capitalistic incentiv e to spur their lagging industrial output. 
It Is pleasing to our ears to hear Khrushchev tell the party Central 
Committer, as he did recently , that Russia cannot meet new problems 
with old cliches hut must be able "to learn from the capitalists" and 
to imitate their methods when they can benefit Russia. 
Re should not let ourselv es think, howev er, that the war has been 
won and that our sy stem has been v indicated. For a flex ible, adapt­ 
able opponent is more dangerous than a rigid, uncompromising one 
fanatically dedicated to pricing that the Marx ist way is the only way . 
Communism poses a threat to our wa? of life, but the threat should 
not bind us to the fact that we. too. hav e our ideological cliches, that 
we hav e not arrived at perfection, that we hav e serious unsolved prob­ 
lems like unemploy ment and recessions—that our sy stem must be ex ­ 
ploring. ev olv ing, progressiv e, in order to surv iv e. 
Last June, speaking at Vale. President Kennedy warned that we 
must be ev er prepared to re-ex amine our ideas and abandon them if 
they are no longer valid for today . He appealed for a dialogue between 
business and gov ernment, a putting aside of the traditional view that 
each is the enemy of the other and a joint ex ploration of things that 
can he done to maintain and increase the economic vigor of the nation. 
The reception to his speech, in terms of action, was something less 
than enthusiastic. That, rightly or wrongly , was our inalienable right 
as Americans. 
We should all bear in mind, howev er, that there is an implacable 
rival ready to take adv antage of any weaknesses we display , not just 
militarily , hut economically and morally . It is not his faults but our 
own that we should be most concerned about.

weather—and whether the man next 
door beats his wife. 
lf y ou doubt this, the next time y ou 
go to a cocktail party step to the 
center of the room and announce 
in a loud, clear voice: 
“My company has just put in a 
whopping new pension program and. 
boy , is it a good one!” 
You will find this is a far better 
way to become the life of a party 
than had y ou m erely stood on y our 
head or sat down to the piano and 
rippled through a Mozart concerto. 
Every one will flock up to hear y our 
good news. 
The 
present 
preoccupation 
with 
pensions is a rather sad reflection 
of something basically wrong with 
our times. 
Man has alway s y earned for secur­ 
ity in an insecure world, and for too 
long he feared old age because for 
many it meant making the lonely 
journey over the hill to the poor­ 
house. or being dependent on the 
charity of his children. 
Social Security and the spread of 
pension 
program s 
throughout 
our 
economic sy stem are doing much to 
wipe out that fear and to give the 
elderly financial independence. 
But the trouble with pensionitis is 
that it makes a pension not an end 
reward but the actual goal of life.

I 
would like to comment on the tragedy of the v ery y oung 
WED mother. 
During my recent confinement my husband shared the 
waiting room with four other ex pectant fathers, 'lh roe were 
18 y ears old.

She was terrified and calling for her mother. How pathetic 
that these y oungsters must face adult experiences totally 
unprepared. They hav e no resources to draw on. Some of 
them are not even full-grown phy sically . Emotionally they 
are children. Financially they are doomed to be members 
of 
the low income group because of 
limited education and 
no 
skills. 
These 
kids,

through the mill. Often they are 
hitter, disillusioned and foil up with 
the struggle. Although some y oung 
couples can boast of a successful 
early m arriage they are the lucky 
ones.
